The shooting is most likely originating 
from a dispute inside the club. HED Sgt Ramos has a plan to follow up 
with security and management to see if the Jamaican theme night will 
cause problems in the future. HED will provide extra patrol in the 
meantime. I have included Lt Dibell in this email to place Vice in the 
loop for this Club. 

Channel 5 has made it one of their lead stories and are equating the 
shooting with our Homicide from Monday morning and our OIS from the day 
after Christmas.
